The Government of the United States further 
proposes that, if these provisions are acceptable to 
the Government of The Gambia, this note and the 
Government of The Gambia's reply concurring therein 
shall constitute an agreement between our two 
governments which. shall enter into force on- the date of 
that reply note. This agreement shall remain in force 
until ninety days after the date of the written 
notification from either government to the other of 
intention to terminate. 

The Embassy of the United States of America avails 
itself of this opportunity to renew to the Department 
of State for Foreign Affairs of the Republic of The 
Gambia the assurances of its highest consideration.
